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INTRODUCTION 


William  Brewster  was  born  in  Wakefield,  Massachusetts,  5  July,  1851, 
but  early  in  his  childhood  his  family  moved  to  Cambridge,  his  home  to  the  end 
of  his  life  on  11  July,  1919. 

A  boyhood  intimacy  with  his  schoolmate  Henry  Henshaw  developed  early 
in  both  of  them  their  interest  in  ornithology,  and  when  their  school  days  ended 
each  found  himself  free  to  give  the  subject  his  entire  attention,  and  this,  largely 
together,  they  did  without  reserve. 

After  several  years  Henshaw  was  drawn  into  fields  of  research  that  carried 
him  away  from  Cambridge,  but  Brewster,  remaining,  with  constantly  deepening 
devotion,  soon  became  a  leader  in  the  group  of  young  ornithologists  that  was 
arising  in  the  neighborhood. 

Brewster  was  well  equipped  by  nature  for  the  pursuit  he  had  chosen.  Physi¬ 
cally  strong,  and  with  keen  senses,  he  had  the  instincts  of  a  hunter.  He  was 
an  excellent  shot.  He  combined  quickness  and  patience.  And  withal  he  had 
a  clear,  logical  mind,  a  love  of  exactness,  and  well-balanced  judgment. 

He  was  constantly  in  the  field,  not  merely  collecting,  but  studying  the  birds 
he  met.  He  developed  an  intimate  acquaintance  with  their  habits,  and  by  tire¬ 
less,  close  observation,  aided  by  an  exceptionally'  keen  memory,  acquired  an 
exact  knowledge  of  their  notes  rarely  attained  by  any  one.  Indeed,  he  de¬ 
pended  far  more  upon  his  ears  than  his  eyes  to  make  him  aware  of  the  birds 
around  him.  The  advantage  this  gave  him,  as  an  observer,  is  beyond  measure. 

He  had  one  characteristic  that  lifted  him  above  most  of  his  fellows.  In  all  that 
he  did  he  was  a  perfectionist  in  the  best  sense  of  the  word.  Nothing  could  in¬ 
volve  too  great  pains  if  it  brought  better  results.  In  stalking  a  bird,  in  search 
for  a  hidden  nest,  in  minute  comparison  of  specimens  to  test  the  value  of  a 
supposed  subspecies,  care  had  no  limit.  In  his  writing,  brilliant  as  some  of  it 
was,  the  one  best  word  must  be  found  to  express  his  idea,  and  the  order  of 
every  word  in  each  sentence  was  weighed  and  weighed  again.  Much  as  all  this 
cost  him,  the  trouble  was  not  wasted,  for  unconsciously  he  did  more  perhaps 
than  any  of  his  contemporaries  to  raise  high  the  standards  in  all  fields  of 
ornithology. 

Collecting  birds  in  New  England  and  farther  afield,  especially  in  the  south¬ 
eastern  States,  gradually  increased  his  collection.  At  the  same  time  his  experi¬ 
ence  widened,  and  he  came  to  be  looked  upon  as  an  authority  and  many  ques¬ 
tions  were  submitted  to  him  for  decision.  And,  as  time  went  on,  ample  means 
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fortunately  permitting,  he  employed  able  collectors  to  gather  much  valuable 
material  in  then  little  known  parts  of  North  America.  Exhaustive  study  of  it 
all  and  the  knowledge  he  acquired  resulted  in  the  publication  of  many  important 
papers,  and  brought  him  well-earned  prominence  in  the  ornithological  world. 

If  one  follows  the  present  bibliography  through,  it  is  interesting  to  see  how 
it  not  only  shows  Brewster’s  own  progress,  but  illustrates  clearly  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  ornithology  in  America  during  the  half  century  of  his  activity.  This 
development  was  great,  and  rapid,  at  the  hands  of  earnest  searchers  in  a  field 
until  then  really  but  little  worked. 

The  major  part  of  what  we  know  of  North  American  birds  rests  on  the  pa¬ 
tient,  careful  work  of  observers  in  the  past  hundred  years,  especially  during 
the  middle  of  that  period.  Their  observations  they  published  with  equal  care. 
Among  these  workers  and  writers  Brewster’s  place  was  a  leading  one.  This 
was  due  not  merely  to  his  ability  and  energy,  but,  too,  to  a  quick,  discriminating 
grasp  of  opportunities  as  they  arose,  which  resulted  in  his  accomplishing  many 
things  that  another  would  have  missed.  The  outcome  was  so  large  and  so  varied 
that  the  younger  students  of  today  may  be  surprised  to  find  how  much  of  what 
they  have  looked  upon  as  the  foundations  of  long-established  ornithological 
knowledge  actually  was  first  made  known  in  Brewster’s  writings. 

Strangely,  many  of  the  ornithologists  of  the  present  time  seem  to  ignore, 
or  even  to  be  unaware  of,  this  wealth  of  first-hand  information  published  by 
their  predecessors,  contenting  themselves  with  a  handbook  or  two  and  an  oc¬ 
casional  reference  to  some  great  work  like  Bent’s  ‘Life  Histories.’  Now  and 
then,  indeed,  this  gives  one  of  them  the  joy  of  original  discovery — of  something 
that  was  common  knowledge  a  generation  or  two  ago.  Possibly  bibliographies 
of  the  writings  of  the  builders  of  American  ornithology  may  lead  the  thorough 
student  to  fuller  knowledge,  or  perhaps  may  even  save  the  careless  one  from 
betrayal  of  his  ignorance.  In  such  cases  a  bibliographer’s  long  searches  and  his 
labors  of  compilation  may  not  have  been  wasted. 

It  is  but  obvious  that  the  Nuttall  Ornithological  Club,  which  to  William 
Brewster  owes  not  only  its  birth  but,  more  than  to  all  others,  the  maintenance 
of  its  early,  somewhat  precarious,  existence,  should  have  the  grateful  duty  of 
publishing  this  record  of  his  life’s  work.
